In handling your dog for
first aid treatment, keep
these suggestions in mind.
First off, approach any injur-
e g _calmly with a
reassuring volce and gentle,
steady hands, If the dog is
in pain, slip a gauzé or sheet
slip noose over his muzzle,
tieing the erds first under
the throat and then back of
the neck. Make certain the
dog’s lips are not caught be-
tween his teeth but make the
noose tight around his muz-
le.

If the dog needs to be
moved, grasp the loose skin
on the back of the neck with
one ‘bhand and support his
chest with the other hand.
Should the dog be too large
to move in this manner, then
slide him onto a large towel,
blanket, or folded sheet which
may serve as a stretcher for
two to carry and finally rush
him to the nearest animal
hospital.
